PATIENTS have had a "very good 
settlement" from NHS bosses over 
Banbury's Horton General Hospital, 
town MP Sir Tony Baldry has said. 

The Conservative defended management of 
the hospital after concerns about the loss of 
emergency abdominal surgery. 

Keep the Horton General campaign group 
chairman Keith Strangwood wrote to Sir Tony 
to say the NHS saw it as "an annoying little 
outpost in the North". 

But the MP said: "The facts simply do not 
support this assertion. 

"Five years ago, the Horton had 39 full- 
time-equivalent consultant doctors. 

"Today, it has 46 full-time-equivalent 
consultant doctors - an increase of 15 per 
cent." 

He said the information was supplied by 
Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust on 
request. 

He said: "There are more consultants at the 
Horton today than at any time since the 
establishment of the NHS in 1948." 

He added: "By any objective standard, we 
collectively achieved a good settlement for 
the Horton and those whom the Horton 
Hospital serves." 

Emergency abdominal surgery was 
suspended in January last year over the level 
of doctor cover and made permanent two

months ago. Cardiac rehabilitation services 
for those in the latter stages of recovery were 
cut that month and the Fiennes OAP mental 
health ward could close. 

Yet more types of ear, nose and throat 
procedures started in January, a rapid access 
paediatric clinic opened last month and work 
has begun on a dedicated children's 
outpatient centre. 

He said: "I really don't think it's an 
adequate point that they castigate the trust on 
this, and disregard all of the new surgeries. 

It's irresponsible." 

Mr Strangwood had urged Sir Tony look 
into why no Banbury councillors sit on a 
committee which has the power to block 
changes to NHS services. 

The Oxfordshire joint health overview & 
scrutiny committee declined to intervene in 
the abdominal surgery move in February. 

Yet Sir Tony said: "It is difficult to get an 
exact balance from every town in the county. 

"The Horton has had the full support from 
the committee." 

But Mr Strangwood said: "The needs of the 
people of Banbury are not being met. 

"We have not been given the consultation 
that we should have had. We have just been 
fobbed off. 

"Their attitude is 'I don't live in Banbury, 
so I don't care about Banbury'." 

"As far as I'm concerned Sir Tony is elected 
to represent the people of Banbury, he wasn't 
elected to speak up for the trust."

Officers at the authority are 
recommending that a business case is put 
together for forming a partnership with 
Hampshire County Council to provide 
various services within customer services 
and its education department. 

The number of job losses is not known. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "Obviously it is 


reducing costs by making savings in the 
back office. By working with Hampshire 
we will be working with another public 
authority, which has got to be good news. 
We have got to make sure we are sharing 
services in the right areas and that you 
don't become so big that you lose that 
local connection. 

"It will be located in Hampshire and it 
might be that people who live nearby can 
be part of it and it might mean fewer job 
losses. 

"Inevitably there will be some 
reallocation of jobs but we always look to 
try to re-employ people in other areas of 
the county council." 

Philip Wilde, of Oxfordshire's UNISON 
branch, said: "We will always work with 
the council to minimise job losses 
wherever possible. Anything that can save 
jobs is a good thing. 

"Anything that makes services more 
efficient and is beneficial to our members 
is a good thing - our members are users 
of these services too." 

In October, the county council agreed 
to outsource the services but since then it 
has been approached by Hampshire - 
which is creating an "integrated business 
centre" for finance and human resources 
services with Hampshire Constabulary 
and Hampshire Fire & Rescue. 

Hampshire has proposed a transfer of 
Oxfordshire staff in April 2015 for a fully 
operational service by June.

A DISTRICT councillor says she will 
not stand for re-election because 
she is “disillusioned” with the 
council’s leadership.

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Plunge death 
inquest opens 

■ AN inquest opened last week into 
a teenager who died after falling 
from a multi-storey car park in 
Banbury. Chipping Norton School 
pupil Thomas Boomer, 14, pictured,

Call to curb gambling 
machines in the county 


EVERY day gamblers put nearly 
£180,000 into county betting 
machines last year. 

New figures show that more than 
£65m was fed into the machines in 
Oxfordshire last year. 

The statistics, released by the 
Campaign for Fairer Gambling, also 
reveal nearly £9m was lost to the fixed- 
odds betting terminals in the county in 
2013. 

It comes as county MPs have been 
calling for more powers to curb 
gambling machines and betting shops. 

There are more than 200 fixed-odds 
betting terminals in betting shops and 
arcades in Oxfordshire. Cherwell has 
48 alone. The machines allow gamblers 
to play casino-style games with a £100 
maximum bet per spin. 

Former gambling-addict-turned- 
campaigner Owen Baily, said: "It is 
great that these figures have finally 
been published as it will demonstrate 
to the people of Oxfordshire that 
significant amounts of money are being 
spent." 

He added: "The prevalence of 
bookmakers in certain areas is a 
noticeable concern for many now and 
these clusters seem to appear in lesser 
well-off areas. This pattern is seen 
throughout the country. The more 
affluent areas have very few." 

Oxford City Council is among a 
number of local authorities calling on 
the Government to make changes to 
the law, to make it easier for councils

to refuse planning applications from 
bookmakers. 

Adrian Parkinson, a Campaign for 
Fairer Gambling consultant, said the 
figures were estimates based on 
Gambling Commission figures and 
leaked betting shop data, which 


included information about regional 
profits. 

New measures were introduced in 
February so gamblers could set their 
own limits on time and money spent 
on the machines and there would be 
alerts after spending £250 or 30 
minutes. 

But Campaign for Fairer Gambling is 
calling for the maximum stake on the 


machines to be cut to a £2 spin. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: 
"With fixed-odds betting terminals 
being concentrated in poorer areas, I 
strongly support stricter limits on the 
number of these terminals. 

"Gambling addiction is an 
increasing problem, and I have 
received representations from 
constituents, including recently 
someone coming to my advice surgery, 
seeking tougher controls. 

"All too often money is gambled that 
people can ill afford, with sometimes 
catastrophic results for families." 

Ladbrokes spokesman Ciaran 
O'Brien said: "The industry does not 
publish regional figures but typically 
more is spent on scratchcards or fixed- 
odds betting than on machines in 
betting shops. 

"Of course these machines are also 
in bingo halls and pubs too, where 
alcohol is served." 

He added: "We have no opposition 
to greater planning powers as long as 
they are not retrospective." 

Remote Gambling Association 
spokesman Sue Rossiter said eight per 
cent of gambling was now done 
online, via computers and mobile 
phones. 

She said: "Gambling, like other 
forms of leisure activities, has changed. 
It reflects what happens in society."

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HS2 offer of 
aid is not 
enough, say 
protesters 

ANTI-High Speed rail campaigners say 
the Government's offer of compensation 
does not go far enough. 

The Department for Transport 
recently published an "improved 
compensation and assistance package" 
for people who own property along the 
planned HS2 rail link. 

The route of the new track, which 
will link London and Birmingham, will 
skirt the North Oxfordshire villages of 
Mixbury and Finmere. 

As part of the compensation package, 
people living within 60 metres of the 
proposed line will get the full market 
price for their property. Those who want 
to sell but carry on living there can 
apply for a rent-back option. 

A further consultation is to take place 
on plans to extend the boundary to 120 
metres and introduce compensation 
schemes for people affected by the line 
but who don't want to move. 

Bernie Douglas, chairman of the 
protest group Villages of Oxfordshire 
Opposed to HS2, said: "Anyone who 
has a loss in house value should be 
compensated - that's all they need to 
do." 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said: "I completely 
understand the concerns and anxieties 
of those living near the line. It is only 
right that those people are properly 
looked after. 

"I believe this package of 
compensation and assistance will 
enable us to help people more. 

"But I want to get it absolutely right, 
so I am asking for further views on 
some aspects before we finalise the 
plans. 

"HS2 will transform many people's 
lives for the better, but where its 
impacts are less positive, we will do all 
we can to provide the right help and 
assistance." 

Sir David Higgins has been appointed 
to be the Independent Residents 
Commissioner. He will oversee property 
sales and compensation.

Teenager 
walks free 
after GBH 
verdict 


A TEENAGER, whose single 
punch left a man needing 
two metal plates in his 
cheek, has walked free 
from Oxford Crown Court. 

Jordan Matin-Hamed, of 
Edinburgh Way, Banbury, 
admitted one count of causing 
grievous bodily harm on 
November 29 last year outside 
the Venus nightclub in Banbury. 

Henry James, prosecuting, 
said the 18-year-old, who was 
17 at the time of the incident, 
had been arguing with victim 
Joshua Smyth earlier in the 
evening at a different venue. 

He told Judge Ian Pringle 
that the two men were in 
different groups but on 
"parallel" nights out, so they 
met up again outside the Venus 
club Just before 3am. 

The barrister said Matin- 
Hamed walked up to Mr Smyth 
and landed a single punch to 
his face - which had 
"catastrophic" consequences. 

His victim had to undergo 
surgery for more than three 
hours under general anaesthetic 
to have his cheek reconstructed 
using two metal plates, Mr 
James said.

He added that Mr Smyth still 
suffered pain and numbness in 
his face and had become far 
more anxious about going out 
in the evenings. 

Andrew Newton, defending, 
told Judge Ian Pringle his client 
was "shocked and appalled" by 
the effect his actions had had 
on his victim. 

He said: "It was a single 
punch that had far-reaching 
consequences. They were not 
anticipated, not intended, and 
are bitterly regretted." 

Judge Pringle noted that 
Matin-Hamed, who has no 
previous convictions, was 
about to go to university to 
study sociology. 

He said despite it being a 
"completely unprovoked 
attack" he would spare him an 
immediate custodial sentence. 

Matin-Hamed received 12 
months detention, suspended 
for two years, with 120 unpaid 
work, a restorative Justice 
requirement and supervision. 

He will also have to pay a 
£100 victims' surcharge.

Councils 
launch new 
website for 
tenants 

A NEW website aimed at linking 
landlords and tenants has been 
launched by two councils. 

Website homes2rent.org.uk will work 
in a similar way to commercial sites, 
but will be free to use for both parties.

Northamptonshire district councils. 

Debbie Pickford, Cherwell’s housing 
chief, said: “The private rented sector 
has grown significantly over the past 
few years. 

“If those seeking rented 
accommodation can’t find suitable 
homes, they often seek advice and 
assistance from the council. 

“We hope that by making it easier 
for would-be tenants to find homes - 
and for good landlords to find tenants 
- we can reduce the number of 
households facing possible 
homelessness and the high cost to the 
council of paying for temporary 
accommodation.”

Care home told 
to improve 

A HOME support service in Bloxham has 
been told that it needs to make 
improvements in providing care that meets 
people's needs. 

LifeCarers in Bloxham Mill provide care 
at the homes of the elderly and disabled in 
the surrounding area. 

The service had a Care Quality 
Commission inspection in February, and 
inspectors found that, while staff were 
caring and able, treatment was not planned 
carefully enough. 

The report, issued last week, said: "The 
care plans were not always adequately 
updated or supported by risk assessments 
to ensure people's safety." 

But inspectors said the company had 
taken "proactive steps to ensure people are 
protected from harm". 

LifeCarers refused to comment.

THERE were 630 fewer crimes in 
Cherwell and West Oxfordshire last 
year, according to the latest police 
statistics. 

The crime figures, for the period between 
April 2013 and March 2014, show towns 
including Banbury, Bicester and Witney had 
seen an overall reduction in crime of five 
per cent. 

Across the county, crime is at its lowest 
for 15 years, with a fall of three per cent. 

But in the Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
patch, there was an overall increase in 
vehicle crime of eight per cent, up from 891 
incidents in 2012/13 to 966 in 2013/14, and 
there was also a jump in vehicle interference 
- amounting to 34 incidents. 

Figures show there was a seven per cent 
drop in burglaries, down from 975 to 902, a 
reduction of 14 per cent in violent crime 
and a 19 per cent drop in drug-related 
offences. 

Superintendent Colin Paine said: "This 
success is, in large measure, down to 
effective partnerships with West Oxfordshire 
District Council and Cherwell District 
Council in running excellent local initiatives 
to tackle crime and antisocial behaviour." 

According to the figures, 59 more sexual 
offence incidents were reported, with a total 
of 63 rape and 190 other sexual offences. 

But Supt Paine said the leap in numbers was 
because people had more confidence in

reporting sexual offences to the police. He 
said: "One of the areas we have seen a 
slight increase is in non-violent domestic 
reports. This has risen by seven per cent, 
which means there were an extra 150 
reports this year. 

"This can be positively interpreted as this 
means people are reporting non-violent 
incidents to the police earlier, giving us the 
opportunity to intervene before such 
incidents escalate." 

"Other good news was that the detection 
rate for serious sexual offences had 
increased this year by 6.6 per cent, which 
meant we were bringing more offenders to 
justice." 

Deputy Chief Constable Francis Habgood 
said Oxfordshire was a safer place to live 
than 15 years ago. 

He said: "It is really important the public 
has confidence in the police and it is 
important we know what is happening so 
we can deploy our resources based on those 
figures." 

Tony llott, Cherwell District Council's 
public protection chief, said: "Cherwell's 
residents and visitors can feel safer as they 
go about their business as crime figures are, 
in general, down. It's especially comforting 
that violent crime has dropped an amazing 
14 per cent."

Making a comeback 


THEY'RE a welcome sign that summer is on 
the way. After a decline in numbers due to 
the bad weather, a survey has revealed that 
butterflies were fighting back in 2013. 

Of the 33 different Oxfordshire species, only 
five showed a drop in numbers, compared to 
2012. 



There was a spike in sightings of the common 
cabbage white butterfly. 

The small white, large white and green-veined 
white had their worst year on record in 2012. 

But there was a ten-fold increase in sightings of 
the large white in Oxfordshire, with numbers up 
from 315 in 2012 to 3,175 
in 2013. 

And sightings of the 
small white soared in 
2013, with sightings 
up from 51 6 to 
5,536. 

Marc Botham, a 
butterfly ecologist at 
Oxfordshire's Centre 
for Ecology and 
Hydrology, said: 

"These two 


species were

throughout the county in August, having been 
almost absent in spring when their first generation 
was on the wing, and clearly benefited greatly 
from the lovely July heatwave." 

Volunteers also recorded a 60 per cent rise in 
sightings of the small tortoiseshell butterfly. 

A total of 777 were spotted in the county in 
2013, compared to just 78 in 2012. 

In 2013, there was also a huge influx of 
clouded yellows. Volunteers recorded 50 sightings 
across Oxfordshire. There were none the previous 
year. 

But experts warn that numbers for some species 
still remain low. 

Dr Botham said: "In 2012, the butterflies didn't 
come out in the rain. It is not just what weather 
we have, but when we have it." 

Around 1,000 volunteers monitored sites across 
the county last summer to get the results. 

The UK Butterfly Monitoring Scheme, which is 
organised by the centre, found that 2012 was the 
worst summer for butterflies in the UK since the 
survey started in 1976. 

In 2013, 46 out of the 56 species studied across 
the UK saw an increase. 

Head of monitoring at Butterfly Conservation, 
Tom Brereton, said: "The recovery of butterflies in 
2013 was highly welcome but there is still a long 
way to go before butterflies return to former 
glories."

Shock as figures 
reveal that 5,600 
homes lie empty

MORE than 5,600 homes have 
been sitting empty in 
Oxfordshire. 

New figures reveal there were 
5,61 6 empty homes across the 
county in March - of which 1,749 
had been unoccupied for six months 
or longer - as councils said they 
were working hard to bring them 
back into use. 

The news comes after 
Oxfordshire's housing authorities 
were told they had to build 100,000 
homes by 2031 to help alleviate the 
county's pressing need for new 
homes. 

Housing support worker Debbie 
Hollingsworth, 49, who has herself 
been on a housing waiting list since 
2003, said: "I don't know the 
answer financially but if you walk 
around Oxfordshire there are so 
many properties that are boarded up 
and not being used for one reason 
or another. 

"It seems bizarre that we have got 
people sleeping rough and a lot of 
people sofa-surfing who are not 
being picked up. We have around 
35 people every three months 
coming in to see us - and that is just 
the tip of the iceberg. 

"The biggest problem is the huge 
rents. Most people don't care 
whether they are in private rented 
housing or council housing, they 
just want a roof over their head." 

Last week, Eric Pickles, the 
Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government, said the 
numbers of empty properties in 
England had fallen to a ten-year low 
of 635,127. 

Mr Pickles said: "Empty properties 
can blight entire neighbourhoods, 
becoming a magnet for anti-social 
behaviour, when they should be 
family homes." 

Cherwell District Council, which 
has the highest number of empty 
homes in the county - according to 
Freedom of Information figures - at 
more than 1,500, said this figure 
included homes that were briefly 
empty while going through the sale 
process. 

Spokesman Tony Ecclestone said: 
"The latest information indicates 
that there are some 355 properties 
that have been empty for six months

or more and that, as of the end of 
March, 66 have been empty for at 
least two years. 

"The council's position is that it 
wants to see empty homes reused, 
will help get them back into use 
where it can, and is also prepared to 
use enforcement powers in some 
situations. 

"We are taking action in several 
ways, including the purchase and 
redevelopment of properties through 
our Build! scheme, the provision of 


grants and practical advice and also 
warnings to certain owners that 
enforcement action is likely should 
they fail to take steps to get homes 
sold or back into use."

this certification. 

"We will answer all of the key questions, 
explain the process clearly and discuss how

T he luck of the Irish runs out for 
one unsuspecting priest in 
John Michael McDonagh's 
wicked black comedy that contrives 
a murder mystery before the 
heinous crime has been 
committed. 

In a riveting opening sequence 
worthy of Alfred Hitchcock, Father 
James Lavelle (Brendan Gleeson) 
tends to his flock in a close-knit 
Sligo community riddled with dark 
secrets. 

Sitting quietly in the confession 
booth, the holy man is stunned 
when an anonymous male 
parishioner confides: "I was raped 
by a priest when I was seven years 
old, every other day for five years." 

Father James listens intently as 
the man calmly reveals that his 
abuser was never punished and he 
intends to exact revenge by spilling 
more blood. 

"There's no point in killing a bad 
priest," the confessor continues. 

"I'm going to kill you because 
you're innocent." 

Thus, Father James is instructed to 
put his affairs in order before his 
date with destiny on the local 
beach. 

"Killing a priest on a Sunday - 
that'll be a good one," concludes 
the parishioner before he leaves the 
booth. 


With the clock ticking, the holy 
man searches for glimmers of hope 
in the eyes of his wayward flock 
including the scheming laird (Dylan 
Moran), the butcher (Chris O'Dowd) 
whose adulterous wife (Orla 
O'Rourke) is engaged in a violent 
tryst with a garage mechanic (Isaach 
De Bankole) and his own daughter 
(Kelly Reilly). 

Everyone has something to hide, 
it seems, and McDonagh's richly 
detailed script suggests that any of 
the men in town, including the 
doctor (Aiden Gillen) and an ailing 
American writer (M Emmet Walsh), 
might be Father James's intended 
killer. 

Indeed, the only suspects the 
weather-beaten priest is willing to 
discount are militant Islamists. 

"I don't think Sligo is high on the 
Al-Qaeda agenda," he quips to one 
of the locals. 

Sunday draws closer, forcing 
Father James to consider all of the 
wrongs he has committed and their 
potential repercussions. 

Building on incendiary themes in 
his 2011 directorial debut, The 
Guard, McDonagh delivers an 
accomplished portrait of an insular 
world marinading in depravity and 
regret. 

He populates the wind-swept 
locations with a memorable band of 
misfits and degenerates. 

Gleeson delivers a towering 
performance as a vessel of God, 
who may pay the ultimate price for 
another man's sins. 

He relishes the meaty dialogue 
and enjoys some fractious 
exchanges with the locals at the

THERE is a tangible move towards 
putting a lot more fun, even a little 
mischief, into modem superminis. 

And no vehicle better displays 
the trend than Renault's first 
supermini crossover, the compact 
high-riding Captur. It is built on the 
same underpinnings as the latest 
Clio, and the funky Nissan Juke, but 
tweaked to create more space 
inside. 

It looks like nothing else on the 
road and its wider tracks ensure 
confident and stable handling, 
given Captur's high ground 
clearance and larger wheels. 

Even the engine choice springs a 
surprise. On paper, a 900cc, triple¬ 
cylinder engine might sound 
potentially dull and noisy — and at 
worst both. In reality, the 
turbocharged tiddler, the smallest of 
the three engines on offer, delivers 
a brilliant mix of quiet economy 
and surprisingly swift motoring. 

Bold exterior styling, including 17- 
inch alloy wheels and chrome 
headlight surrounds, is more than 
matched by the attention paid to 
the interior. The upmarket 
Dynamique MediaNav specification 
grade came with a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel with gloss black 
insert, removable and washable 
carbon seat covers with contrast 
panels, black gloss door armrests 


and chrome splashes. And the 
dashboard housed a sleek-looking 
and thoroughly ingenious optional 
piece of technology, displayed on a 
built-in seven-inch screen. 

The so-called R-Link multimedia 
system, that can be operated by 
voice, delivers email access (when 
the car is stationary), a photo and 
video viewer, software to help with 
eco-efficient driving and TomTom 
navigation. 

A text-to-speech function allows 
messages or RSS feeds to be 
broadcast out loud, even while 
driving, and a series of apps — 
specifically designed for the system 
— can be downloaded, covering 
everything from tweeting to games, 
but thankfully they can only be 
used while stationary. 

True car geeks might even like 
the R-Sound Effect app that lets you 
modify the engine sound

Ton-up drivers pose risk on motorways 


ALMOST seven million (17 per 
cent) motorists have hit speeds 
of 10Omph and above on the 
motorway, according to new 
research from Direct Line. 

About two in five (38 per cent) 
drivers admitted to motorway 
speeds of over 90mph and one 
in 10 (11 per cent) confessed 
to having driven at 50mph or 
above in built-up residential 
areas. 

The insurer's study questioned 

motorists about the speeds they 
had driven at and found that 
the vast majority had broken 
UK speed limits, with 79 per 
cent having broken the 70mph 


limit on motorways and 71 per 
cent having exceeded 30 mph 
in residential areas. 61 per cent 
of drivers have also exceeded 
the speed limit in a 20mph 
zone. 

The research also questioned 

drivers about the factors most 
likely to make them speed and 
found that 55 per cent were 
likely to significantly increase 
their speed when the roads are 
clear. 

Familiarity with the roads also 
leads to motorists putting their 
foot down, with 42 per cent 
admitting this is a reason they 
are likely to significantly 


increase their speed. 

Other situations likely to make 
drivers speed up included 
knowing there are no speed 
cameras (23 per cent) and 
playing upbeat music (11 per 
cent). 

Rob Miles, director of Motor at 
Direct Line, said: "We know 
motorists aren't driving at these 
excessive speeds all the time, 
but even as a one-off it's still 
extremely dangerous. It's easy 
to put your foot down when 
you're feeling rushed or if there 
aren't any speed cameras, but 
we'd urge motorists to drive 
with due care and attention."
